But there 
fis nowhere any obligation upon the prisoner to 
testify. The purpose of criminal trials ought 
to be to convict the guilty and acquit the inno- 
cent. This purpose has heen frustrated by the 
technical rules that so frequently repress ma- 
terial evidence. There is a necessity for open- 
ing the gates wider and permitting all material 
evidence to flow in. Its importance and credi- 
bility are precisely what the jury should deter-
